1. ihe following information regarding Subject was reported by 
a Byelorussian contact of this office. 

a. Subject was born ca. 1908-1V10 in Russia. He lived wiih 
his parents in the village of Kazlou&chyna (Koaloushtchina) near the town 
of Slonim, Byelorussia. 

b. Subject was a member of the Communist F’arty of West 
Byelorussia (Poland) and a member of a terrorist group, information 
regarding these activities of Subject was published in the Byelorussian 
newspaper, BACKAUSCYNA (The F a the r land), publisned in West Germany 
on ? December 1956, No. 50(332), 

c . Subject presently is living in Toronto, Canada, (exact 
address unknown). He is publisher of a Byelorussian language newspaper, 
BcXARUSKAYB SLOVA (Byelorussian Voice), a monthly publication, 
located on 306 Duffer in Street, Toronto, Canada. Thi*» address supposedly 
is the place of hi* residence. 

d. Source stated that Subject 1 3 activities in Canada indicate 
.hat he is an agent of the Soviet Union, with the specific aim of destroying 
the Byelorussian liberation movement abroad, particularly in the 
United States and Canada. 

2. Attached i© the February 1957 copy of the BhDARUSKAY k SLGYa 
which appears k. New York. 

3. Given below is additional information regarding the newspaper 
as reported by Source: 
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a. , The newspaper previously was published in West Germany 
It was edited Irregularly with intervals of 2 or 3 months* Although 

the name remained unchanged* the contents have changed. The individuals 
connected with the newspaper are of "questionable reputation" with 
regard to communist activities. The newspaper is directed principally 
against American organisations of Byelorussian orlginu. 

b. The firit 3 numbers of the newspaper were printed in the 
shop where the Rustian^communist newspaper RUSSKIJ POLOS h printed. 

At present the editors of the B£LARUSRAY£ SLOVA are negotiating to / 
make a contract with the Ukrainian- American Press* owned by R. Krukpa. 

(Telephone: GRamercy 3-0240) 
to print their paper regularly each month at a cost of $120* 00 monthly* 

To finance this enterprise* the publishers of BELARUSRAYE SLOVA would 
need outside help and it is believed this helpha* been received from 
communist sources. 

c. The BELARUSKAYE SL.QYA is similar in content to the 
B£JLARUSKAY£ 3LOVA published in Toronto* Canada* which is financed 
by communist sponsored firms sending parcels to this USSR.
